"dagoes" and "w»ps." This she 
denounced as unpatriotic. 


"Instead of the old idea of dy- 


ing for one's country as an ex- 
ample of trua patriotism," Mrs. 
Bennett declared, "that living for 
one's country was greater. Those 
•who are willing to be crucified 
day after day and still live axe 
patriots, of the highest, biggest 
and-best sense." 


'In concluding her address-which 


was unique-and. interesting- and 
forcefully .delivered, she defined 
tho meaning 
of missions 
and 


punctuated her remarks with ex- 
amples drawn from 
real exper- 


iences. To be a missionary, she 
said, was generally portrayed 'by 
a man or woman forever handing 
out Bibles. "Not so," the speak- 
er said. 


The missionary of today has to 


•be a woman or a man of all sorts 
of ability, with power to organ- 
ize; do a. woman's and a man's 
work; look after the many agen- 
cies that go to make up a com- 
munity. 


In the American community, 


she said there are three great 
agencies, the Home, the Church 
and the School. Besides these 
hundreds of other agencies are as- 
sisting and co-operating each day 
toward accomplishing the work of 
the three. In the missionary field 
the whole burden rests upon the 
man or -woman. 


Mrs. Bennett said that the most 


.important ivork of the church ha.d 
been allotcd ,thc Synodicnl; that 
of looking after the 
boys 
and 


girls. "The children arc the only 
real asset of a nation. You can 
destroy the commercii]! life and 
prosperity of a nation and still 
the nation will live. You can de- 
stroy its great railroads, its tele- 
graphs and its telephones and it 
will live. 
Destroy the children 


and it will die. 


"-Never can the work assigned 


to the Synodical -bo accomplished 
more easily than today. In ten 
years the boys and girls of today 
will be grown men and women and 
•by then it may be too late. ' 


'•"We have a commercial Amer- 


ica; we have a prosperous Amer- 
ica; we have an educated Amer- 
ica; we have an'intelligent Amer- 
ica nnd we hope soon to make it 
a Christianized America.

Lord," and as we gather into;one 
strand the threads of service from 
thousands of young lives in hun- 
dreds' of societies, which have 
been caught together by the sii- 
teen Presbyterial Young People's 
Secretaries and their helpers, we 
[ind we have cause for thanksgiv- 
ing all along the line.

members 739, loss 3. 


Totals—Societies 766, gain 73; 


members 19903, gain 2462. 


There were 39 societies of all 


kinds of which had

'ot the record, for it foils so far 
j short of what they might do. if 
missions held the supreme place 
in their hearts and work, so that 
we rcgivt to show that, while tho 
gifts 
showed a 9'/a percent in- 


crease for Home and 18 percent 
advance for f reedmeu's work, yet 
the average gift per member re- 
ported wu less than 37 cents for 
Home and 5 cenU for Freedmeu'i 
work. 
, 


'We'have reported many more 


Young People and larger' total 
gifts than ever-before; but, though 
it is impossible to accurately state 
from incomplete records received, 
many societies or members con- 
tributed to this amount, our aim 
for Ohio young people remains 
the same, "A gift from every 
member of every Young People's 
Organization for Foreign, Home 
and Freedmen's Missions." Over 
150 societies are reported as con- 
tributing to Home and half that 
many to Freedmen, showing gains 
for both. 


Since we have these young peo- 


ple enrolled, it is some one's.task 
to reach them with the story of 
the needs, and enlist them in the 
support of the 
work 
assigned 


them, for our young people have 
their own definite work apportion- 
ed to them and our boards are 
counting on them to do it. 


We see plainly enough that we 


have only made a start in this 
work of educating the young peo- 
ple of our churches in doing theu- 
share iu this great task of "Mak- 
ing our country God's country," 
and giving the spiritually neglect- 
ed oues in it ail opportunity to 
know God and His Word, and so 
I would lay it on your hearts more 
earnestly than evtr that it is your 
task to, help the young people in 
your church to learn how to do 
this work, and to feel that they 
need to be interested and trained 
now, 
while they are young people 


in your church, if the church of 
tomorrow is to be imbued with the 
spirit of missions. 


I say it is your task because 


y.pur Presbyterial Young People's 
Secretary cannot be sure she has 
reached your young people, even 
though, she writes many letters, 
when no response, no report and 
no offering comes; but no Wom- 
an's Missionary Society ought to 
be satisfied till the young people 
arc 'organized and are helping 
loyally in -this work Christ has in- 
trusted to His followers, though 
there are three requisites for suc- 
cessful accomplishment of this 
task, a correct understanding of 
the work assigned them,'Combined 
with love and tact. 


No changes have been made for 


the objects for Ohio's Y. P. gifts 
in either Home or Frccdmcn work 
this year, but it is hoped we will 
meet our apportioned salaries and 
scholarships fully, besides return,, 
ing a liberal thanksgiving for the 
flood relief work in North Caro- 
lina. 


There were five new Presby- 


terial secretaries this year, in Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus, Huron, Woos- 
tcr, aud Zauesville, and these new 
workers need your love, your pray- 
ers and your active eo-opcration 
as they have taken up the duties 
laid down by unusually earnest 
and faithful workers. 


It was your secretary's privi- 


lege this year to 
present 
the 


needs of the young people at two 
Prcsbyterials. May this hear fruit 
in advance work for the young 
people. 


Our joy was great to have over 


forty young women at the Woos- 
ter School of Missions, 
besides 


many Ohio young 
people 
at 


Winonn and Lake Geneva confer- 
ences, and it is onr hope that Mis- 
sion study work may he largely 
increased through the influence of 
these young people. 


We hope the Standard of Ex- 


cellence sent out jointly by the 
boards may prove an incentive to 
advance in every society—a con- 
test with their own past year's 
record. 
Presbyterial 
Societies 


can enlist their young people to 
attain to this standard by offer- 
ing pennants for the best, records; 
and if the societies do adopt this 
Standard, our motto will truly he 
"Forward." with never again the 
backward steps we have' so

Home Mission offerings 
showed 


decreases, although eacli year the 
number of organizations increased. 


The work during the years has 


been very full of joy, and though 
so often inadequately done, lias 
borne much fruit. 
With few ex- 


ceptions the. Preshyterial Young 
Peoples Secretaries have been a 
faithful and 
willing corps of 


workers. Many chango during 


the nine years have helped to ren 
der the work 
fluctuating, 
-but 


where a secretary has worked sev- 
eral years ,the work has made real 
progress, because she has learned 
to understand the work, and the 
societies have become acquainted 
with her. The correspondence 
during, the past year has been un- 
usually full of encouraging things 
showing that both women and 
young people are being roused to 
their responsibility. 


I believe that we who hear these 


reports year by year, who attend 
Preebyterial and Synodical meet- 
ings, have heard many times of 
the needs of the work, the reasons 
why our young people fail to do 
what they could do, and many 
splendid ways to remedy these 
things, and yet this, my last, re- 
port tb you, I wish we might all 
resolve "To 'be doers of the Word, 
and not hearers only." 


?lith thanks for the love and 


help you have so freely given me 
and with gratitude that God hat 
given me opportunity and ability 
to render this service, even though 
in a feeble way, for the advance 
raent of Missionary interest amon;

Beport of See. of 
Westminster Guild 


Following is the report of the sec- 


retary for Westminster Guild from 
October 1, 1815, to August 1, 1916: 


Madam President and members of 


the Synodical Societies:—The West- 
minster Guild has shown a steady in- 
crease from year to year, for it fills 


real and felt want 
among the 


younff people. 


We have thirty-five new chapters 


and circles to report. Last year 
there were ninety-seven chapters and 
circles and this year there arc one 
hundred and fifteen. This seeming 
discrepancy in figures is explained 
by the fact that seventeen organiza- 
tions were dis'linnded during 
the 


year, tearing the total gain over the 
preceding year only eighteen. 


Tho largest Presbyterial advance 


was in Mniimce Presbytery, where wo 
have seven new organizations. The 
reports from the other Presbyteries 
are as follows: Athens, Huron and 
.Jfahoning, no new 
organizations; 


Chillicothc, Limn, -Steubcnville and 
Woostcr, one each; Cleveland, Mar- 
ion, Portsmouth, St. Clairsvillc nnd 
Zanesvillc, two; Columbus, 
three; 


and Dayton, five. 


The membership in the Westmin- 


ster Guild in Ohio has 
increased 


from over fourteen hundred 
last 


year to over twenty-two hundred this 
year. 


An effort has been made to hnvc a 


Westminster Guild secrcary in each 
Presbytery in the state nnd we can 
report with .pleasure two new ones— 
Miss Marie Thiesing in Cincinnati 
Presbytery nnd Miss Snra Garrison 
in Huron 
Presbytery. There1 are 


now five Westminster Guild secre- 
taries in Ohio. We are also glnd to 
welcome new secretaries in Colum- 
1ms, Marion, 
St. 
Clairsvillc 
and 


Zanesville Presbyteries. 


A "National Standard of Excel- 


lence" for all Young People's organ- 
izations, prepared by the Woman's 
Boards of Home nnd Foreign Mis- 
sions, gives the Westminster Guild 
a new goal. Every chapter and cir- 
jle should 
attain 
at least 
eight 


points on this standard. 


The "Westminster Guild Bulletin" 


surprised us with an "Extra" issued 
in May mnd containing full informa- 
tion about all summer conferences 
for the young people. I .hope many 
availed themselves of these oppor- 
tunities and have come home to be- 
gin wort this fall with fresh enthu- 
siasm and vigor. 


The Westminster Guild gifts have 


increased during the post year so 
that we are' able to support 
two 


more missionaries on the foreign 
fold and to- contribute more largely 
to our three Home Mission stations.
